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SELECTMENS REPORT 


1987 was a busy year for our town. Selectmen are now meeting on a 
weekly basis instead of the previous twice a month. The second and 
fourth Tuesdays are, as in the past, regular meetings with the 


additional weeks being used as work sessions. 


Our Financial Advisory Board made up of many new board members has 
served Mason extremely well this year. The selectmen asked them to 
assist in securing a new insurance package. The Board's suggested 
schedule changes of budget meetings and reviews were put into place. 
Constuctive criticism regarding our facilities have been given to 
the Selectmen. We hope they continue to expand their involvement 
to new areas in the future. 


The Highway Department has completed all but two projects caused by 
the July, 1986 flood. We continue to work well with FEMA and have 
been granted an extention to complete the two remaining projects. 

The accomplishments of the Highway Department are underlined by the 
fact, a freak snow storm in April cost our road crew weeks of clean-up. 
We have also contracted a Town Road Engineer to aid in planning and 
monitoring all road upgrading and new construction, as well as setting 
our own road construction standards. 


Our Police Department has added two new officers who we want to 
welcome to the force, Ben Shaw and Mary Frasier. 


Congratulations to the Mason Volunteer Fire Department for 25 years 
of service to the Town of Mason. 


This has been the second year of our annual Town Tree Lighting 
celebration. With support of the Fire Department, Highway Department 
and our designated tree lighter Rev. William Donaghue, our visit by 
Santa Claus was quite a success. We hope this becomes a tradition 
for years to come. 


During 1987 we received a termination notice for the Base 500 
Communication Service. New Ipswich, Greenville, Temple and Mason 
rededicated themselves to work together for our mutual aid to 
reach a solution in communication needs. We are still working 
closely at the time of this writing and hope to have this resolved 
shortly.

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MASON HIGHWAY REPORT 


1987 was a very busy yeac for us in many ways. We 
had cecorcd snow fall for the month of January which cost 
moce than usual foc snow cemoval. The end of March and 
beginning of April we had flooding conditions, two differ- 
ent times, causing approximately $40,000 worth of damages. 
We applied for funds from FEMA and received some assistance 
in this area. Work had to be done in several areas first 
from the 1987 floods, before we could finish the work on 
the 1986 floods. 

Neac the end of April, we had a heavy spring snow- 
storm, which cost a lot of money foc snow removal, but 
wocse than that, it did a tcemendous amount of tree damage 
which had to be cleared and cleaned up. This stocm caused 
us to be delayed in our spring work and put us behind in 
ouc flood cepair wock. 

We were able to complete most of our flood damages, 
but will have to apply for two or three extensions on 
job sites from 1986 flood, so they can be completed. 

All the paved roads were patched during the summer 
and approximately 3.7 miles of paved roads were sealed 
during the fall. We are hoping to have more time avail- 
able this coming summec so we can do more ditching and 
sealing of ouc paved roads. 

Ouc gravel roads were graded at least twice and many 
were graded more as needed. We put out approximately 
1,200 yards of gravel on our gravel roads during the 
year in excess of the gravel put on sites for flood 
related work during the grading seasons. 

I would like to thank the departments and individuals 
who helped and assisted the highway department ducing 
the year. We appreciate your time and efforts in making 
ouc department cun more efficiently.

In 1987 the Town of Mason received $25,000 in new funds 
bequested by the estate of Lenna W. Perry. The will 
states that these funds should be used as follows:

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THE SOUHEGAN VALLEY AMBULANCE SERVI€E, INC. 


1987 ANNUAL REPORT 


The Souhegan Valley Ambulance Service, Inc. continues to provide 
efficient professional quality service to the communities of Greenville, 
Mason, New Ipswich, and Temple. This service is possible only through 
the dedication of our well-trained Driver/Attendants, all of whom are 
volunteers. Most of these volunteers are now Nationally Registered 
Emergency Medical Technicans-Ambulance. Many have also undergone ad- 
vanced training to become EMT-Intermediates, for example, EOA (Esoph- 
ageal Obdurator Airway). We are presently looking into more advanced 
training so some of our Attendants may administer IV's. Our attendants 
are usually on all night call about seven (7) times a month. There 
presently exists a need for volunteers who are able to answer calls 
during the daytime. Any resident of the four (4) town area interested 


in joining the Service are encouraged to contact any attendant or 
member of the Board of Directors. 


The Service is presently looking into replacing the older ambulance's 
chassis, cab and engine coupled with having the ambulance module 
refurbished in the near future. This ambulance unit is over ten (10) 
years old. 


The Souhegan Valley Ambulance Service continues to operate at no 
expense to the individual requiring emergency ambulance service. The 
projected annual per capita cost for 1988 for the four (4) towns is 
$4.11, which is a small increase from last year. This is proportionate 


to the increased number of calls that is anticipated due to population 
growth in the area. 


For some years now, Souhegan Valley Ambulance Service has had diffi- 
culty maintaining an adequate number of volunteers who are available 
to cover ambulance calls during the daytime hours on weekdays. The 
Board of Directors has tried various approaches to solicit and train 
ambulance attendants to relieve this situation. This year we foresee 
even more difficulty in doing this. We have also relied on the avail- 
ability of mutual aid from services in surrounding communities, but 
they are also having difficulty providing daytime coverage. Because 
of this we cannot state that we will be able to provide prompt care 
for all emergency calls. 


Because of the shortage of daytime volunteer manpower we have already 
experienced some delays in response times, particularly when we have 
need to have another service respond into the area, or when one of our 
volunteers has needed to respond from an unusual distance. 


In order to provide the high quality care that people have come to 
expect from this service we feel that the time may come to have two 
full time paid attendants on duty during the daytime. We will:-continue

ANNUAL REPORT, 1987 


An active year began with several members of the Conservation 
Commission attending seminars offered by the Beaver Brook 
Association. Topics discussed included soils, zoning, 
wetlands classifications, and cooperative resource management 
techniques. 


During the year, the Conservation Commission worked 
with individual land owners, site developers, and the 
Planning Board to: resolve current and probable future 
drainage problems by assisting in the design of drainage 
management solutions in site development plans; and 
preventing environmental damages without denying land owners 
the rights and benefits of ownership. These activities 
demonstrated the value of cooperative, working relationships 
between land owners and the town’s administrative and 
regulatory bodies. 


By protecting the aguifers which feed our wells and the 
lowlands and other wet areas which offer valuable flood 
storage and drainage paths from uncontrolled development, we 
can conserve our vital ground and surface water resources 
from depletion and pollution and our developed properties 
from potentially destructive flooding and surface drainage. 
In response to these needs, the Conservation Commission 
offers expertise in natural resource -management and the 
willingness to become actively involved in finding flexible 
solutions to current and future resource problems. In 
addition, the Conservation Commission is currently 
investigating the possibility of land and conservation 
easement acquisitions through the Land Conservation 
Investment Program of the Trust for New Hampshire Lands. 


In the midst of these cooperative efforts, the Commission 
worked to protect and defend public conservation land from 
the destructive activities of one individual. This effort 
involved expenditure of public funds for restorative and 
corrective maintenance to Town-owned structures administered 
and maintained by the Conservation Commission. Full repair 
and restoration work is yet to be completed.

CIVIL DEFENSE REPORT 


Work has been started to establish and publish an 
Emecgency Management Plan for the Town of Mason. This 
plan would coordinate the actions required by the select- 
men, the Civil Defense Officer, the Police, and the Fire 
Department personnel. It is expected that this plan will 
be completed in 1988. 

1987 saw continued work to repair damage caused 
by the storm of July 29, 1986. The federal funds 
received by the town to help cepaic storm damage allowed 
the town to return most of the roads to theirc previous 
condition or better. 

Future planning for emergencies should include a 
cadio network that tie the selectmen, the police, civil 
defense, the fice department and the coad agent and his 
equipment togethec. 

In addition, any replacement of galley equipment in 
the church or in the school should use propane gas so 
that these facilities could be used as emergency shelters 
in time of emergencies where electric power could be 
lost:

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WILTON RECYCLING CENTER 


1987 was a vecy successful yeac for the Wilton Re- 
cycling Center. We ceceived $32,000 in revenue from the 
resale of recycled materials. We also received the Out- 
standing Recycling Center Award in October, presented by 
the National Recycling Coalition. Those of you who use 
the Recycling Center deserve recognition because you are 
the ones who made a successful year and a national award 
possible. 

As we enter 1988, it is important to maintain ouc 
high standards and stay abreast of the ever changing, 
evec improving field of cecycling. 

As of April 1, 1988, the Recycling Center in Widton 
will require patrons to remove labels and rinse tin cans 
before depositing them at the Center. This has become a 
necessity in order to macket tin cans. The plants that 
process cans to recover tin and steel are cequired to 
use a chemical bath to do this. They can no longer smelt 
the cans due to EPA cegulations. The paper and food 
substance left in cans putrifies the chemical solution. 
By cemoving the labels and rinsing the cans, we ace 
insuring a macket for this recyclable item. This also 
Saves increased trucking and tipping costs we would be 
required to spend landfilling tin cans. We can also 
maintain a high percentage of recycled material in the 
coming yeac. 

All we are asking of patrons is to give the cans a 
quick cinse and remove as much of the labels as possible. 
Cans with painted labels are acceptable as is. Full, 
outdated cans, cans containing grease drippings, areosol 
cans, and empty paint cans all go into the landfill con-= 
tainer. Partially full pet food cans should be emptied 
into the compost container, delabeled, and rinsed before 
being deposited into the can bin. The glass bottle 
policy remains the same. Bottle caps go into landfill 
and labels do not have to be removed. 

With youc cooperation, we can continue to keep solid 
waste disposal costs to a minimum and continue the success 
that eacned us national recognition in 1987. Please feel 
free to call the Recycling Center if you have furthec 
questions, and drop into the office to pick up one of 
ouc new brochures. Thank you again.

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REPORT OF THE FIRE DEPARTMENT 


At the fire scene there is no distinction between a 
volunteer and a full-time paid fire department. Theic 
duties are the same: the protection of life and property. 
The Mason Fire Depactment has high standards -- it has to. 
We must be prepared to face most all of the things that 
the cities and larger towns do. 

I was suce that we were going to hae a long year 
when we rcesponded to twelve calls in the month of July. 

It did, however, level off. As is the case with all 
departments, large or small, we must prepare for both the 
present and the future. This year, three members enrolled 
in the State Certified Firefighter Level One course. They 
will finish in February of 1988 and we are very proud of 
them. 

In 1987, we faced several first-time challenges. In 
February and March the fire department was involved in 
Supecvising the cemoval of several gasoline tanks from the 
ground. In July, a helicopter crashed in a field off 
Greenville Road. It is not the first downed aircraft in 
town, but, the first in this decade and the first that the 
M.V.F.D. has been involved in. 

We will be starting to work on tightening the speci- 
fications on the pumper which will be replacing Engine 3. 
TieeevckK wall be thirty years old next year. It is our 
hope to come to town meeting in 1989 with some firm fig- 
uces. This will be a large expenditure for Mason and we 
ace looking at all the options very carefully. 

Frequently we are asked to inspect woodstoves and 
ficeplaces or chimneys. We will inspect any unit and 
assist the homeowner with tips to improve their installa- 
tion when we can. The Mason Volunteer Fire Department 
cecommends you clean your chimney often. Please be fire 
safe. 

As has been the case in past years, there are open- 


ings for new members. Just ask any member for details.

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HISTORIC DISTRICT COMMISSION 


For the first time since Town Meeting authorized the 
Historic District Commission on March 2, 1976 you will find 
that we are submitting an annual report and a budget request. 
Prior to 1988 our funds were included in the Selectmen's budget. 
In 1986 the Selectmen requested that we operate on or near to a 
break even basis. This budget attempts to do this. Applicants 
pay a fee which includes the costs associate with advertising, 
legal notices, abutter notices and other related expenses. 


We do have some small expenses such as our bi-annual letter 
foeaid District tax payers and office. supplies. 


Hearing in 1987 were held on the following petitions: 
4/20/87 Jennifer Beck - Construct new house on Old Ashby Road. 


6/18/87 Juliette and James Tucci - Install an outdoor spa 
and swimming pool with appropriate shrubbery. 


8/24/87 Stanley Brown - Remove shed additon at rear of house 
and build attached barn. 


The Commission, on several occasions, has discussed the 
need to research and prepare a historical architectural survey 
of the District and several satellite locations. The long range 
benefit to Mason and the District residents will be to provide 
information relating to the buildings, structures, sites, and 
objects of the District as well as to complete the preliminary 
work necessary should there be interest in applying for listing 
on the National Register of Historical Places. 


The National Register identifies and documents significant 
historical resources. All property owners are given the 
opportunity to comment on the nomination and to concur or object 
to the nomination. 


i Oruer to initiate the research we have applied to the 
Yankee Intern Program to sponsor an intern in 1988. The 
sponsoring organization must pay approximately $1,500.00. We 
have raised one-half of these matching funds to-date. We have 
not requested any such funds in this budget and hope to raise 
the balance by private donation. We have received support 
from the New Hampshire State Historic Preservation Office. We 
also feel that this information will help the Commission update 
its regulations. 


We would like to express our appreciation to Mason's town 


employees and state officials for their expertise and assistance 
and to you for your continued support. 
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REPORT OF THE FINANCIAL ADVISORY BOARD 


The Financial Advisory Board met with the Selectmen on a 
bi-weekly basis throughout the year. 


The board reviewed several different issues for the Selectmen 
including the insurance policies carried by the Town. The 
policies covering Town equipment and Police liabilities were 
found to have areas where significant savings could be 
realized. By joining the New Hampshire Municipal Association 
and participating in their joint insurance program a savings 
of about $10,000 is realized. A careful examination of the 
Police portion of the Town’s liability policy has disclosed 
an error in coverage that will result in a $5,000 savings and 
hopefully a similar size rebate for this past year’s 
coverage. 


The Board is presently involved in analyzing the expenditures 
and credits of Federal Emergency Management Agency (FEMA) 
funds. Based upon information to date, we expect to have a 
surplus in this account because of the gravel sold by the 
Town and equipment rental charges incurred for emergency work 
performed. 


The Board acted in an advisory capacity during the Town 
Budget preparation process by reviewing and commenting on 
significant areas of concern in the proposed department 
budgets and warrant articles. When considering a specific 
item or warrant, the overall cost including purchase, 
operation, insurance, maintenance, and manpower cost were 
evaluated. In effect, each item or warrant was considered 
for its affect on the tax rate. A separate handout 
identifying the tax impact by Warrant Article and the Boards 
recommendation to accept or reject, as well as the overall 
impact of the proposed Town Budget will be made available at 
the start of this year“s Town Meeting.

SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT 
MASCENIC REGIONAL SCHOOL DISTRICT 


I am pleased to submit my fourth report to the District 
for the 1986-87 school year. 


The school year began with a student enrollment of 
1,182 students, with 530 secondary students and 652 
elementary students. This represented an overall decrease 
of 1 student from the previous year's enrollment. 


Several new teachers joined the staff. At the 
elementary level, Deborah Bentley - grade 1, joined the 
Greenville staff. Mary Bralla - grade 2 and Karen Brigham - 
grade 2, joined the New Ipswich Central staff. Paula Dwyer 
- grade 5, and Gertrude Morgan - grade 5 joined the Appleton 
staff. Robin Frisch - grade 4, joined the Mason staff and 
Ellen Caravella transferred to New Ipswich Central - grade 
1. Theresa Galley joined the elementary staff as physical 
education teacher and began a much-needed elementary 
Physical education program. At the secondary level, the 
following teachers joined the high school faculty: Lorraine 
Chislett and Elizabeth Robblee - science, Martha Driskell - 
Home Economics, Gary Goldsmith and Ruth Ann Moyer - Social 
Studies, Gail Nord and Stanley Harrison - Guidance, Leif 
Nord and Margaret Sauvain - Special Education, Phil 
McMurray - Administrative Assistant, Gloria Tyler - 
Mathematics and Steven Riggs - Building Construction. In 
August, Michael Mezzocchi was appointed Associate Principal 
- Secondary, and in November, Paul Ralston was named 
DEStrice. Principal. 


During the school year, the District accomplished or 
pursued a number of goals. Under Steven Riggs leadership 
and planning, the Building Construction program was 
successfully reinstituted at Mascenic. The first house was 
completed by the students in June and sold in September. 
Construction of a second house is well underway this year. 
In its effort to attract and keep excellent teachers, the 
Mascenic School Board settled a three-year contract with 
Mascenic teachers which significantly raised teachers' 
Salaries. The Board also established a joint 
teacher-administration-board committee to address staff 
needs and concerns. The administration established a 
Testing Review Committee to analyze the District's testing 
program. Curriculum projects in social studies and writing 
were completed. A number of projects and activities to 
heighten students' awareness and understanding of drug and 
alcohol abuse issues were initiated at the secondary level. 
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The second major goal, that of providing for Mascenic's 
facility needs, was addressed this past year with the 
completion of a program and facilities study by consultants 
from the University of New Hampshire. Three alternatives 
were developed in the study and presented at a public 
hearing in October. Those in attendance were nearly 
unanimous in selecting the solution alternative recommended 
by the consultants. The School Board has endorsed this 
alternative and will present a bond issue proposal at the 
March 1988 school district meeting which will meet the 
district's space needs until 1996. 


Mascenic Regional School completed a very successful 
year in a number of areas. Academically, the Junior/Senior 
High Math Program was reviewed and a stronger curriculum 
implemented. Also, the Social Studies Department 
implemented an Advanced Placement Program for those students 
capable of achievement on that level. The school received 
two separate computer grants which have allowed for an 
increase in computer courses available to all students grade 
7 through 12. A Home Base Program was implemented this fall 
to assist students having difficulty with both school 
attendance and academic achievement. 


Guidance activities at Mascenic were extended to offer 
an SAT Prep Course as well as group counseling on coping 
with loss. Our 8th and 10th grade test scores saw a sharp 
increase as did our college level enrollment with 38% of the 
1987 Senior Class attending a post secondary school. 


The athletic teams at Mascenic continued to achieve 
success with last years volleyball, softball and baseball 
teams participating in the State Tournaments. Mascenic also 
entered teams for Granite State Challenge and the Academic 
Decathlon with plans to participate in the Jr. High Math 
Counts Program. 


Students activities accelerated with the student 
council sponsoring a Thanksgiving Dinner as well as a Spring 
Brunch for Senior Citizens. The SADD organization sponsored 
a Drug Awareness Day and the National Honor Society 
sponsored an Achievement Night for those students who were 
successively on the Honor Roll.
